Deed is Done by Parties Friendly to 


Interests of Tobacco As- 


sociation. 


ELKTON, Ky.l Deo. 12.—The tobacco 


factory here, owned by Mrs. 
M. H 


Penyck and operated for the tobacco 
trust by the American Snuff Company, 
was blown up by dynamite early to- 
day. 
There was no loss of life, but 


the damage to the factory was com- 
plete 
There -was no Insurance on the 


plant, as the Insurance company had 
onlj a few days ago canceled the pol- 
icy owing to the excitement occasion- 
ed in this locality by the tactics of 
some of the members of the Dark To- 
bacco Growers' Association 
Several 


houses in the vicinity were damaged, 
as were also the depot and four or five 
passenger coaches standing on a sid- 
ing. 


The rleed Is thought to have 
been 


committed by parties friendly to the 
Dark Tobacco 
Growers' 
Association, 


but the latter has severely condemned 
such actions. 


A few days ago the repiesentative of 


the American Tobacco 
Company at 


this point received notice not to receive 
any more tobacco from people favor- 
Ing the trust, but he paid no attention 
to it. 


SEARCH A TRAIN. 


The conductor of a passenger train 


on the Elkton.

Guthrie Railroad 


stated today that late last night as his 
train was making the return trip from 
Biadshaws, a small station two miles 
south of here 
When the train stopped 


the engine was boarded by 
masked 


men,

Rev. E. R. Dille has at last given out something in the nature of 


a bill of particulars in regard to his assertion that "a wave of vice and 
crime is sweeping-over Oakland." The good doctors proofs are 
^neither startling nor overwhelming. Summarized, tjiey 
are the 


presence of 264 licensed saloons in the city, side entrances for women 
and nickel-in-the-slot machines. Dr. Dille 'exonerates the police 
force, and relieves the city officials of the odium of what seems to 
his mind a distressing state of things to place it' on the broad 


• shoulders of the entire community, where it rightfully belongs. 


Perhaps there are too many saloons—most communities have 


more than is .good for them—and the side entrance for women is an 
-unmitigated evil; partly because it makes the liquor traffic an 
accessory to and a partner in social impurity, and partly because it 
is obnoxious to good morals and the canons of public decency. 
It 


is the generator of the pernicious habit of men and women drinking 
together in the intimacy of privacy. But the side entrance is not 
much in evidence in Oakland. They are not particularly numerous, 
and do not carry here the vicious suggestiveness 
encountered at 


every turn in San Francisco. 


However, the side entrance and the saloon are no new things 


in this city. They have., been with us longer even than the com- 
munity has enjoyed the ministrations and profited by the godly 
teachings of Dr. Dille. Hence the wave of vice and crime the rev- 
erend gentleman descries is sweeping over Oakland has been sweep- 
ihg lo, these many years, and the wave is not appreciably higher 
now than it was years ago. That there are foul spots to be cleansed 
and broken places to be mended in the social fabric is unhappily be- 
yond dispute, and those who strive to clean and mend are worthy of 
all praise, but genuine reform is not promoted by magnifying the 
evils that exist in the community and giving the world to understand 
that conditions have suddenly grown much-worse 'than th,ey have 
hitherto been. They can be made much better than they are, how- 
ever, and every good citizen can cry a hearty amen to all appeals for" 
a purer social atmosphere and a more righteous citizenship. But. in 
endeavoring to make our city better, let us not lose the sense of pro- 
portion or the relative importance of things. We should not paint 
the city as worse than it is, nor represent social evils to be more 
numerous and flagrant than they really are.

SEATTLE, Deo. II.—Basketball- for 


girls is barred at the State University. 
This order was promulgated yesterday, 
when the members of the faculty by a 
unanimous .vote, decided to prohibit the 
girls from playing 
public 
exhibitions. 


This is a distinct victory for Dr. Roller, 
the physical director of tbe university. 
Shortly after "he came to Seattle Dr. 
Roller went on record as being opposed 
to basketball for the girls under the 
present rules, and In a strong article In 
The Times he gave his reasons? 


that Is his line of business, but™*' d" 
dares that basketball, as at 
present 
played. Is entirely too rough a game for 
girls and young ladies, and that they 
are liable to permanently Injure them- 
selves playing It. 
He also takes th« 


position that It Is not -good for young 
women- lo be brought before the public 
as they are in publio exhibitions of 
basketball, and all along be fau been 
outspoken against the game. 


The action of the faculty earns ma a. 
surprise to those who did not know 
what an effective campaign bad' been 
waged by Dr. Roller and Miss Rudberg, 
his assistant, against the game.

unanimous was a stunning blow to 
those who think the game should be con-

the girls was at times about as rough as 
football,* and the jars and bvtnps they 
got when they were all heated up nnst 
have developed into sore spots the next 
morning. 


Dr. Roller Is no milk and water man. 
He believes In strenuous exercise, as 
anyone who ever say, him on th« football 
field or on the wrestling mat win testify, 
but he is a physician; and be can give 
many excellent reasons why girls should 
not play-basketball.
